New growers association begins 
harvest of first sweet potato crop 



Members of the new East 
Kentucky Sweet Potato Growers 
Association have begun harvest- 
ing their crops. 

Using a new sweet potato flip 
plow purchased by the co-op 
with funds obtained through the 
county Agricultural Develop- 
ment Councils, growers (15 
farmers in Morgan, Elliott, 
Breathitt, and Montgomery 
counties) hope to harvest around 
500 bushels per acre this fall 
from around 12 total planted 
acres.

Fannin said the association, or- 
ganized in February, “is moving 
ahead cautiously, but we’re very 
optimistic about the income po- 
tential for this crop for area farm- 
ers.” 

Fannin said that “potentially, 
sweet potatoes can provide more 
money per acre than tobacco.” If 
the project is successful, grow- 
ers could realize $20 to $25 a 
bushel for their crop. Graded po- 
tatoes sold in bulk by contract 
would bring something less, she 
said. 

The potatoes now being har- 
vested are from 100,000 slips 



purchased by the co-op in the 
spring from North Carolina. 
Planting was done with tobacco 
setters. 

Members plan to sell their 
crops at local farmers markets 
and festivals, including the Mor- 
gan County Sorghum Festival 
and negotiations have been on- 
going to contract with a large gro- 
cery chain for sales in bulk.

Nine vehicles vandalized, another 
stolen and burned, man arrested

The West Liberty Police De- 
partment has apprehended a sus- 
pect in the multiple automobile 
break-ins and thefts that occured 
at the county school bus garage 
sometime during the late night 
hours of Wednesday, Sept. 9. 

Patrolman Zach Haney ar- 
rested Josh Stevens, 19, of 40 
Bishop Benton Rd. (located near 
the bus garage), after a Chevrolet 
Blazer stolen from the scene dur- 
ing the incident was found 
burned in the woods near a Can- 
nel City area cemetery last Thurs- 
day night. 

Sgt. Wayne Lewis said an un- 
named source from Cannel City 
told Haney that Stevens was al- 
legedly seen driving the Blazer 
and boasting about stealing the 
vehicle. 

Stevens was charged with au- 
tomobile theft and two counts of 
criminal mischief. He is currently 
lodged in the Rowan County 
Detention Center with no bond. 

The nine other burglarized 
vehicles belong to local bus driv- 
ers, who had left them parked 
overnight in the Morgan County 
High School lot below the bus 
garage. (Bus drivers normally 
pick up the automobiles after 
their morning runs.) 

A bus garage employee noti- 
fied police of the damaged ve- 
hicles around 7:30 a.m. last 
Thursday. 

Sgt. Lewis estimated that 
damages totaled at least $1,000

Household Hints 

• To keep cats from eliminat- 
ing their waste in flower beds, 
spray the flower beds with a mild 
soluntion of ammonia and water 
or sprinkle red or black pepper 
around the bed. This can also be 
used to keep raccoons away from 
garbage cans. 

• To keep small red or black 
ants away from the kitchen, wash 
counters with white vinegar and 
water every 3 to 4 weeks; place 
bay leaves around the counter; 
place some cucumber peelings 
around the counter; place ivory 
liquid soap in small containers on 
the counter; and/or sprinkle small 
amounts of baby powder around 
the counter. 

• To rid your vegetable garden 
or flower garden of fire ants and 
to eliminate carpenter ants, mix a 
generous amount of cat food with 
sprinkles of boric acid, and a 
small amount of grape jelly and 
form this mixture into small balls 
and place around the garden. 

• To rid your yard of ground 
moles, gophers, and ground hogs, 
buy a small inexpensive transis- 
tor radio; dial up a “hard rock” 
music station; and, drop the ra- 
dio into the entrance or exit holes 
in the yard. Reportedly, other 
remedies include dropping hot 
chili pepper, pieces of juicy fruit 
gum, small pieces of a chocolate 
laxative (X-Lax) or a peppermint 
oil soaked cotton ball in the mole 
hole. 

• Peppermint oil from a health 
food store sprayed around a bird 
feeder will keep squirrels and 
chipmunks away. A peppermint 
oil soaked cotton ball will keep 
mice away.

Kentucky celebrates older 
workers Sept. 21-25 



In recognition of the contri- 
butions made by older workers, 
the U.S. Department of Labor 
has declared the week of Sept. 
21-25 as National Employ Older 
Workers Week. The week also 
showcases the Senior Commu- 
nity Service Employment Pro- 
gram (SCESEP), which is de- 
signed to help low-income, ma- 
ture individuals get the training 
they need to find good jobs in 
their communities. 

“Because of the current eco- 
nomic situation, many older 
people are finding it necessary to 
work longer, look for new jobs 
or return to work after retire- 
ment,” said Carole Kincaid, state 
director for Experience Works, 
the nonprofit organization that 
operates the SCSEP in Kentucky. 
“This week recognizes the vital 
role older workers play in this 
country’s workforce.” 

Kincaid added that the situa- 



tion for older people seeking jobs 
is often difficult because of the 
large number of people of all 
ages who need to find work. In 
August 2009, there were nearly 
two million Americans age 55 
and older unemployed and look- 
ing for work, up 69 percent from 
the same time last year. 

“Finding a job is especially 
difficult for older people who 
may have been out of the job 
search process for several years 
and are not familiar with current 
resume styles or the process of 
applying for jobs online,” 
Kincaid said. Also, older job 
seekers may lack technical and 
computer skills required in 
today’s workplace. Through the 
SCSEP, Experience Works as- 
sists older people with self-as- 
sessments, technical and skills 
training, the job search process 
and finding an appropriate train- 
ing assignment with a local com- 



munity service agency. The goal 
is to provide participants with the 
skills and tools to transition from 
their community service assign- 
ments to permanent employment 
with a local employer.”

Downtown grocery stores, 
once numerous, are all gone 



I was out of town for knee 
surgery when McKenzie’s gro- 
cery store closed. When I came 
back home, it saddened me at the 
realization that we didn’t have a 
(grocery) “store” in downtown 
anymore.

As I recall, there were 
seven or eight grocery stores in 
town. Walter’s IGA was across 
from Commercial Bank, Pete 
Rose’s store in the old post of- 
fice building, A.P. “Buck” 
McKenzie’s, which became the 
just past McKenzie’s store. 
Chiles Hutchinson’s store were 
Hutchinson’s Furniture store 
was, the Cut Rate Market, which 
was Ken’s, then Tommy Paine’s 
store, Charles Black’s grocery in 
the Dreele Building, and then 
Tredway’s Market where 
Giovanni’s is now. There was 
also the Fruit Market where Sea- 
sons Florist is today. Later on, 
there was the Circle T Market in 
Peyton’s Plaza. Even later, there 
was the store next to the Freezer 
Fresh, first Hamilton’s, the 
Packs. They mostly had different 
suppliers so the variety of foods 
was different. Plus, there were 
two wholesale groceries in town 
to supply local and country 
stores. May Grocery Co. and 
Blair Wholesale. 

This little town supported this 
many stores over the years. Now 
we have two. IGA is so big that 
older or handicapped people 
must have assistance to shop

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there. Save-A-Lot is busy, busy 
every day. They are both out of 
the downtown area, a conve- 
nience for space and parking, but 
inconvenient for those who do 
not drive or have someone able 
to go for them. 

With many unoccupied build- 
ings in downtown, I hope a vi- 
sionary company or group would 
consider a “neighborhood gro- 
cery,” butcher, baker or 
greengrocer stores like you see 
in small European towns where 
transportation is limited.

PRIVACY ISSUE HAS 
EVES PARENT 
CONCERNED 

To all parents of East Valley 
Elementary School: 

Just how safe is our children’s 
privacy? The answer is simple — 
What privacy? 

I have been made aware of a 
very disturbing situation that 
leaves me wondering what kind 
of adults are working with our 
children. Everyone knows that 
children will be children. No ra- 
tional adult is going to treat a 
young child as they would a teen- 
ager. Children are still learning 
what they should and should not 
do in public. So when a six-year- 
old child is seen scratching an 
itch in an inappropriate area, a 
mature adult would normally tell 
the child it isn’t acceptable to do 
that in public. 

Is this what happened at East 
Valley? No ! Instead, a week later 
the parents receive a phone call 
stating that their child was “ play- 
ing with herself.” They did not 
send this six-year-old child to the 
nurse to see if the child might 
have a rash or an infection. In- 
stead, the “adults” involved jump 
right to a conclusion of a sexual 
nature.

So now we have a child 
barely six years old that had 
made friends and was comfort- 
able with her school who has to 
be uprooted and put in another 
school to start all over again. 

Would you have your child 
stay where everyone is whisper- 
ing and spreading this ridiculous 
garbage and looking at her dif- 
ferently now? 

This is so sad. We have a six- 
year-old student who doesn’t un- 
derstand, nor can she begin to 
understand what has happened or 
why.

Morgan County’s bid for two 
straight wins fell a bit short last 
Friday night. Two 2-point con- 
versions short, to be exact. 

The Cougars scored touch- 
downs in every quarter but one, 
but failed on a pair of conversion 
attempts, falling to visiting 
Magoffin County, 24-20. 

Morgan scored on its very 
first play from scrimmage with 
a 45-yard touchdown from 
Mitchell Harvey (two-point con- 
version failed) for a 6-0 lead. 

The Hornets answered on 
their second possession of the 
first quarter on a 34-yard run by 
Jostan Helton. A successful two- 
point conversion gave Magoffin 
an 8-6 lead. 

The Cougars regained the 
lead with a 70-yard scoring run 
by Adam Cooper at the 8:22 
mark of the second quarter. Kyle 
Havens then completed the two- 
point conversion to give his team 
a 14-8 lead. 

Magoffin once again an- 
swered with a 39-yard pass play 
and short scoring run for a lb- 
14 lead with 6:37 left in the sec- 



ond quarter. 

The Cougars’ next possession 
proved costly when Mitchell 
Harvey went down with an ankle 
injury - which would sideline 
him for the remainder of the 
game. Morgan then turned the 
ball over when quarterback Jared 
Curd was intercepted deep in 
Hornet territory. Magoffin held to 
the slim two-point lead at the 
break. 

The Hornets padded that lead 
with a four-play, 60-yard drive to 
open the second half - capped by 
a touchdown and two-point con- 
version for a 24-14 lead. The 
Cougars then cut that deficit on 
first down runs by Curd of 55 and 
13 yards, respectively. Cooper 
finished the drive with an 1 1 -yard 
scoring run at the 8:21 mark of 
the fourth quarter. A failed two- 
point conversion left Morgan 
trailing 24-20. 

The Cougar defense did its job 
the remainder of the game, turn- 
ing the Hornets over on downs 
and then forcing a fumble. But 
the offense had little left in the 
tank - fumbling the football and 
then failing to convert on fourth 



down and three in its final two 
possessions. 

Morgan County rolled up 391 
yards of total offense compared 
to just 257 for the Hornets. 
Harvey rushed for 80 yards on 
just seven carries before leaving 
with the injury. 

Cooper paced the Cougar of- 
fense with 10 rushes for 131 
yards and a pair of scores. Curd 
finished with 117 yards on 12 
carries, while Kyle Havens and 
Joe Holbrook added 35 and 20 
yards, respectively. 

The Cougar defense was led 
by seven tackles each from ha- 
vens and Nate Cantrell. Fresh- 
man Walker Crase added four 
tackles, four assists and two 
forced fumbles. Cooper finished 
with four tackles and an intercep- 
tion, while Flannery had three 
tackles and a fumble recovery. 

Morgan will have an open 
week this Friday before hosting 
Leslie County in the annual Sor- 
ghum Bowl on Sept. 25.

Gun control fears 
blamed for booming 
ammunition sales 

Sept. 10 — Demand for bul- 
lets has soared since the 2008 
election, apparently from fears 
that the Obama administration 
will push stricter gun regulations. 
U.S. gun sales have increased 
since the National Rifle Associa- 
tion spent millions of dollars in 
advertisements during the elec- 
tion, suggesting a vote for Obama 
was a vote for new restrictions. 
NRA spokeswoman Rachel Par- 
sons told W. J. Hennigan of the 
Los Angeles Times, it didn’t take 
much convincing for Americans 
to believe Obama would increase 
gun control. Obama said during 
his campaign that he supports an 
individual right to keep and bear 
arms and would not take away 
anyone’s guns, but did support 
renewing the expired assault- 
weapons ban. 

“Buying 9-millimeter ammo 
used to be like finding Coca- 
Cola,” a handgun owner told 
Hennigan. “It’s not like that 
now.” Bullet factories are run- 
ning around the clock to meet the 
increased demand. Hennigan re- 
ported the National Shooting 
Sports Foundation Inc. expects 
about 2 billion more bullets to be 
made in 2009 than 2008 ’s 7.5 
billion. 

In some areas of the U.S. cus- 
tomers are being limited to buy- 
ing four boxes of ammunition per 
visit to ammunition sellers. The 
bullet shortage isn’t only affect- 
ing gun owners, Hennigan re- 
ported: The U. S. military’s de- 
mand for small-arms annnunition 
has almost quadrupled this de- 
cade, and the some police depart- 
ments report a 20 percent in- 
crease in their amunition bill and 
a 10-month waiting period for 
orders to be filled.

Morgan takes on Leslie

With the Sorghum Bowl just 
one week away it reminds us 
again just how long it’s been 
since Morgan County tasted 
“sweet” victory. 

It was 1994 that the Cougars 
last won a game in West Liberty 
on the final weekend of Septem- 
ber. The opponent was Mega- 
phone County. The same Hornet 
team that Morgan also beat in late 
September the following season. 

But there was a catch. 

That game was played in 
Salyers villa instead of West Lib- 
erty due to a scheduling conflict. 
So even though the Cougars won 
on Sorghum Festival weekend, it 
technically was not the Sorghum 
Bowl. Meaning as we speak, the 
losing streak stands at 14 games 
and counting. 

But hopefully, that “counting” 
comes to an end on Friday, Sept. 
25, as the Cougars play host to 
Leslie County at Herdman Field. 
It’s a very winnable game for 
Morgan. The Eagles have been 
outscored by only eight points 
this season, but have lost to both 
Hazard and Harlan County — 
with a shutout victory over 



Clinton County sandwiched be- 
tween. 

Of course, the Cougars re- 
bounded from a blowout loss to 
Rowan to push Pound, Virginia, 
and Megaphone County to the 
limit. Morgan did manage to snap 
its 21 -game losing streak two 
weeks ago with a win over 
Powell County. 

The last time the Cougars 
flirted with a Sorghum Bowl vic- 
tory was in 2005. Randy Wood’s 
team tested powerhouse Russell 
late into the second half before 
falling, 35-14. The Red Devils 
went on to win a state champi- 
onship with a near-perfect 14-1 
record. Morgan County won five 
of seven district games, advanced 
to the playoffs for a second 
straight season and finished 7-4 
overall. 

Since then, Morgan has lost 
32 of 36 games, including the last 
three Sorghum Bowls by an av- 
erage of 27 points per game. But 
look for this year’s bowl game 
to be different. With the losing 
streak now behind them, the Cou- 
gars can focus on their next big 
goal — a win in the Sorghum 
Bowl. This team has the talent to 
get it done. And there’s nothing 
like a 15 -year drought to moti- 
vate a team to victory. The Cou- 
gars will have the opportunity to 
get that long-awaited win a week 
from Friday at Herdman Field.

Ordinance Restricting 
Sorghum Festival Businesses 
Ordinance No. 090909-01-A 

WHEREAS, the city council and 
Mayor of West Liberty do deem the 
annual Morgan County Sorghum Festi- 
val, which is held in West Liberty, Ken- 
tucky, in the fall of each year to be a 
public benefit, both culturally and fi- 
nancially, and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest 
of the City of West Liberty that this fes- 
tival be of high quality, and that the city 



deems that the City businesses and the 
sale of certain items should be regulated 
during the Sorghum Festival so as to 
guarantee a high quality festival, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED 
BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
WEST LIBERTY, KENTUCKY: 

1. That the sale and/or use of the 
items commonly known as Silly String, 
Hair Paint, Itching Powder and Air Pis- 
tols that shoot projectiles (and any such 
devices that may be used in like man- 
ner) are hereby banned during the Mor- 
gan County Sorghum Festival.

This tax 
settlement is the responsibility of the Morgan County Sheriff Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement 
based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, 
and the Audit Guide for Sheriff s Tax Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statement. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the fmancial statement in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the Morgan County 
Sheriff s taxes charged, credited, and paid for the period May 27, 2007 through May 31, 2008, in conformity with the modified cash 
basis of accounting. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated June 12, 2009 on our consideration of the 
Sheriff s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control 
over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over 
financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing 
Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit.

FAINTING COUCH. During 
the Victorian era, it was consid- 
ered an expression of femininity 
for ladies to faint in times of 
stress. Also, their wearing of 
tight corsets in pursuit of an 
hourglass figure helped keep 
them breathless and apt to 
swoon. 

Some fashionable hotels had 
a “fainting room,” where a 
woman who felt dizzy could go 
to lie down on a “fainting 
couch.” Such couches - identi- 
fied by their turned-up ends - 
were also mainstays of many 
parlors, although they were usu- 
ally there for decorative as well 
as utilitarian purposes. 

Fainting couches were not 
only sold in furniture stores, but 
were available from Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co.’s mail-order catalog. 
Their 1897 issue featured the 
“latest styles,” and the 1900 cata- 
log even offered “Rococo” 
(highly decorative) models. 

Curiously, the word “faint- 
ing” is omitted, the “couches” or 
“bed couches” of this design 
probably being intended for sale 
to Sears’s less delicate home- 
makers. And, truth be told, even 
a man might lie down for a brief 
rest on such a couch after work- 
ing all day and awaiting supper. 

The fainting couch shown 
here graced the parlor of my 
great-grandparents, James 
Coring and Virginia (Cox) 
Nickell, who lived on Murphy 
Fork. After Coring died and Vir- 
ginia went to live with a daugh- 
ter-in-law, my grandmother. 
Golden (Murphy) Nickell bought 
it. I remember it in her West Cib- 
erty home, then in the home of 
her daughter, Jean (May) 
Nickell, until Jean’s death, when

The former chief sheriff 
deputy in Rowan County pleaded 
guilty on Sept. 1 1 to conspiring 
to distribute oxycodone pills and 
possessing a firearm in further- 
ance of a drug crime. 

Roger Lee Holbrook, 58, 
waived his right to be indicted 
by a federal grand jury and 
pleaded guilty to the charges 
brought against him earlier this 
year. 

In the course of his guilty 
plea, Holbrook admitted that 
while he served as the chief sher- 
iff deputy, he conspired to dis- 
tribute oxycodone pills to others 
in the Morehead area during a 
period of several months in 2008. 
As part of the conspiracy, another 
individual, Frank Edward Prince, 
obtained and distributed the 
oxycodone pills while Holbrook 
traveled with Prince and pro- 
vided protection. For his role in 
the conspiracy, Holbrook re- 
ceived part of the cash from 
Prince’s drug transactions. 

Holbrook also admitted that 
on one unknown date during the 
conspiracy, he carried his deputy 
badge and a loaded black semi- 
automatic Glock .40 caliber 
handgun while traveling with 
Prince as Prince distributed 
oxycodone pills.

11 after Holbrook entered his 
guilty plea. 

The investigation was con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explo- 
sives and the Kentucky State 
Police. The United States was 
represented in the case by Assis- 
tant United States Attorney Ron 
L. Walker Jr. 

Holbrook is currently sched- 
uled to appear for sentencing 
before United States District 
Court Judge David L. Running 
11 a.m. Jan. 11, 2010, in Ashland, 
Ky. He faces a maximum prison 
sentence of 20 years on the drug 
conspiracy charge and a sentence 
of five years for possession of a 
firearm during a drug crime, 
which will run consecutive to 
any other sentence imposed. 
However, any sentence follow- 
ing conviction would be imposed 
by the court after consideration 
of the United States Sentencing 
Guidelines and the federal stat- 
ute governing the imposition of 
sentences.
